MEXICANS BATTLE 
AI TAMPICO 


City of Mexico, Dec. 12.—Rear Ad­ 
miral Fletcher, commander of the Am 
ericas naval forces In Mexican waters 
today ordered the Carrancistas and 
Federals lighting at Tampico to cease 
firing, threatening to open up on them 
with the guns of the gunboat Wheel­ 
ing if his order was not obeyed. Both 
sides complied with the order. 
This information was contained in a 
dispatch received tonight by Sir Lien­ 
al Carden, the British Minister, from 
Rear Admiral Sir Christopher Crad- 
ock of the British cruiser Berwick,! 
which Is lying off Tampico. 
The federals hold the center of the 
town of Tampico and the waterfront. 
Rear Admiral Fletcher bas ordered 
foreigners to take refuge on board 
ships or to congregate on the water­ 
front where they will be under the 
protection of his guns.

CRIMINAL 
COURT OF 
APPEALS 
DECIDES THAT HE IS NOT IL- 
LEGALLY RESTRAINED. 
Oklahoma City, Doc. 13.—’Today the 
court of criminal appeals denied the 
application of Nelson Hawkins, under 
sentence of forty years from Pontotoc 
county on conviction for manslaught­ 
er, for a writ of habeas corpus. Hawk­ 
ins was paroled by Lieut. Gov. Mc­ 
Alester on the morning of Sept. 21, 
1911, which parole was later revok­ 
ed by Gov. Cruce and Hawkins return 
ed to the penitentiary. The validity of 
the revocation by the governor was at 
tacked by the attorneys for Hawkins, 
but the court holds that Gov. Cruce 
was clearly within his rights in re­ 
voking same. It also held that the 
governor had reached the state be­ 
fore the signature of the lieutenant 
governor was attached to the parole 
and that "his powers revived the mo­ 
ment he crossed the line. The opinion 
was by Judge Furman and was con­ 
curred in by the other members <^f 
the court.
